No arrests in

AISH earners can now 
earn more money

Close to the 7,000 
Albertans who choose to 
work while receiving AISH 
payments now have the 
option of working more 
hours without having to 
worry about seeing their 
benefits shrink. 

Those who receive pay¬ 
ments from the provincial 
government’s Assured In¬ 
come for the Severely Handi¬ 
capped Program can now 
earn up to $1,500 a month 
through regular employ¬ 
ment while still being eligi¬ 
ble for financial assistance of 
up to $1,088 per month. 

The upper limit of the em¬ 
ployment exemption formu¬ 
la — retroactive to July 1 — 
has increased to $1,500 per 
month (up from $1,000) for 
single AISH clients and up to 


$2,500 for couples and 
clients with children. 

After making the an¬ 
nouncement at a Safeway 
store in the city’s far west 
end, Premier Ed Stelmach 
said the move is a good 
one for the province as it 
tries to address a large 
labour shortage. 

“This creates an incen¬ 
tive for employing more 
people with disabilities,” 
said Stelmach. 

“(The severely disabled) 
are very valued employees 
who are so committed to 
their job, they’re very loyal 
and at the end of the day, 
they come home with a 
proud feeling in their heart, 
not only to their family, but 
to society as a whole.” 

Along with the increase, 
AISH clients can also receive 
government funding for 
equipment to help with 
their employment, such as 
uniforms or tools. Clients

The province will be

“I never heard anyone argu¬ 
ing against wearing a hel¬ 
met on a snowmobile, and 
yet there seems to be such a 
difficult time encouraging 
people either on public 
property or off public prop¬ 
erty to put on a helmet,” 
said Stelmach yesterday. 

“We’ve seen young people 
lose their lives, we’ve seen 


people have their future 
changed (because of an ATV 
collision) — they may end up 
as a quadriplegic.” 

A St. Albert man who 
was riding a quad at Float¬ 
ing Stone Provincial Park 
near St. Paul Saturday was 
killed when he lost control 
of the machine after it slid 
off the dirt road and into a 
wooded area. 

There was no word on if 
the man was wearing a 
helmet. 

Mounties have not re¬ 
leased the 24-year-old 
man’s identity.

Police target Highway 63

Mounties and Provincial 
Sheriffs pulled over 500 ve¬ 
hicles during the random 
check on Highway 63 and 
453 traffic violations were 
handed out, including the 
large number of speeding 
tickets. 

“The people who use 
this highway on a daily ba¬ 
sis are still not getting the 
message,” said Westloclc 
RCMP Sgt. Larry Bellows in 
a press release. 


“The single most thing a 
driver can do to reduce the 
chances of being involved 
in a collision is to slow 
down.” 

Police say they’ve hand¬ 
ed out more than 2,000 
tickets so far this year on 
the deadly highway that 
links Alberta’s capital city 
to the province’s oilsands 
region in Fort McMurray. 

The trend is concerning, 
said Premier Ed Stelmach 
yesterday. 

“Slow down,” said Stel¬ 
mach. “It’s a long road, 
and perhaps, people get 
frustrated and they pass at 
times which are not safe.” 

The province is working 
on twinning the notorious 
single-lane highway that 
has seen more than 1,000

Ottawa supporters say per¬ 
mitting small pets on pub¬ 
lic transit will not turn 
buses into mobile zoos, but 
allergists say it could feel 
that way for some people. 

While a small percent¬ 
age of people have animal 
allergies, allergist Dr. 
David Algom said those 
who do stand to be affect¬ 
ed if OC Transpo allows 
pets on transit. 

“The whole compart¬ 
ment is closed and if peo¬ 
ple are allergic to small an¬ 
imals they may develop 
anything from sneezing, 
running noise, itchy eyes 
and up to hives and even 
bronchial asthma,” said Dr. 
Algom, a practicing aller¬ 
gist in Ottawa for 30 years. 

A committee has ap¬ 
proved a plan for a six- 
month trial period to allow 
pet owners to bring small 
animals in crates onto the 
bus during off-peak hours. 

Criticism for the plan 
concerns people who may 
have allergic reactions to 
animals. 

But Candice O’Connell, 
chair of the group Respon¬ 
sible Dog Owners of Cana¬ 


da that is proposing the 
idea, downplays the risk, 
noting guide dogs are al¬ 
ready allowed on buses 
and that has not threat¬ 
ened safety. 

“We’ve got probably 55 
per cent of riders already 
that are carrying (animal) 
dander (on their clothes) 
and there is no problem,” 
she said. 

“It’s not going to be an 
invasion of the transit sys¬ 


tem,” added O’Connell. 
“It’ll be the odd little old 
lady with her cat, going to 
the vet.” 

Another city allergist, 
Dr. Antony Ham Pong, said 
there is potential for some¬ 
one to be hospitalized by a 
reaction, but questioned if 
an “average” allergic per¬ 
son would be exposed long 
enough to suffer a severe 
reaction. 

“It’s not that the cat is 


living on the bus and the 
concentration of animal 
dander on the bus is very 
high,” he said. 

The larger threat would 
be to an allergic driver, 
who may have to tolerate 
many animals daily. 

Transit should consider 
designating ‘pet seating’ so 
people with allergies could 
know that animals might 
be present and sit far 
enough away, he said.

health A pact designed to 
preserve the Great Lakes is 
in reality a “slippery slope” 
that threatens severe harm 
to the world’s largest body 
of freshwater, a top U.S. en¬ 
vironmental lawyer yester¬ 
day warned Canadians. 

“In effect, a precedent is 
being set in that it allows 
for the commercialization 
of water. You are privatiz¬ 
ing it,” said Michigan 
lawyer James Olson, of an 
agreement among eight 8 
Great Lakes states now be¬ 
fore the U.S. Congress and 
linked to Ontario and Que¬ 
bec through a side agree¬ 
ment. 


Olson also criticizes al¬ 
lowing water to be re¬ 
moved from the system by 
private industry as long as 
it’s not “bulk diversion” — 
with no limit on the num¬ 
ber of containers an enter¬ 
prise, such as water bot¬ 
tling, can sell. 

That means an impor¬ 


tant legal precedent has 
been set giving water a 
“product” exemption from 
the diversion ban on Great 
Lakes water at the heart of 
the deal. It is a product to 
be exploited for private 
gain, and not to be recog¬ 
nized as a public trust.

Ex-Bosnian prez finally arrested 

After 11 years on the run ‘Osama bin Laden of Europe' captured 


Bosnian Serb wartime 
president Radovan Karadz¬ 
ic, wanted for planning 
and ordering Europe’s 
worst atrocities since the 
Second World War, was ar¬ 
rested yesterday after 11 
years on the run. 

“Karadzic was located 
and arrested,” President 
Boris Tadic said in a terse 
bulletin with the news that 
Bosnian Muslims had be¬ 
gun to despair of ever hear¬ 
ing. 

It brought people out in 


the night onto the streets 
of Sarajevo, the city his 
troops shelled mercilessly 
during a 43-month siege, to 
celebrate the capture of the 
man charged with author¬ 
izing the slaughter of 
11,000 of their fellow citi¬ 
zens. 

“I called and woke up my 
whole family,” said Saraje¬ 
vo resident Fadil Bico, as 
cars streamed through the 
streets honking horns and 
Bosnian state radio played 
excerpts of Karadzic’s 


wartime hate speeches. 

Serbian government 
sources said Karadzic had 
been under surveillance in 
Serbia for several weeks, 
after a tip-off from a for¬ 
eign intelligence service.

“The Secretary-General 
encourages all sides to en¬ 
gage, in good faith, in seri¬ 
ous talks that would lead to 
a lasting solution to the po¬ 
litical crisis and address the 
urgent economic and hu¬ 
manitarian needs of the 
Zimbabwean people,” Ban’s 


spokeswoman Michele 
Montas said in a statement. 

Yesterday’s meeting was 
the first in 
10 years be¬ 
tween Mu¬ 
gabe and 
Tsvangirai, 
who have 
long traded 
insults but 
shook hands 
Morgan at the end of 

Tsvangirai the ceremo¬ 
ny, with the 
opposition leader referring 
to Mugabe as “comrade.” 

“The handshake is a good 
sign and we hope that 
something will be 
achieved,” French UN Am¬ 
bassador Jean-Maurice 
Ripert told reporters.

‘I’ve found my passion’ 

Cameron discovers rowing at 25, battles all the way to Olympic berth

It took Tracy Cameron less 
than a week in a scull to 
decide rowing was going to 
take her to the Olympics. 

It didn’t matter that she 
was already 25 and had 
missed out on the key de¬ 
velopment years at the 
sport’s junior and under- 
23 levels. It didn’t matter 
that she had been com¬ 
pletely removed from 
competitive sport for 
more than six years. 

“The moment my hands 
touched the oars and I was 
on the water, it fit like a 
glove,” she recalls. “I 
thought, This is it. I’ve 
found my passion. I’ve 
found the sport I love, and 
I’m going for it.’ In my 
first week, I decided I was 
going to the Olympics.” 

Cameron wasn’t expect¬ 
ing a life-changing experi¬ 
ence when she wandered 
down to the Calgary Row¬ 
ing Club eight years ago. 
The Maritimer from 
Shubenacadie, N.S., grew 
up surrounded by water 
and “missed it desperate¬ 
ly” while studying her 
masters in science and 
sports medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary. 

“I saw all kinds of activi¬ 
ty on the water, but when 
I saw the rowers, it just in¬ 
trigued me,” she says. 

On little more than a 
whim, she enrolled in a 
learn-to-row program, and 
the rest is history. 
Cameron, now 33, is going 
to the Beijing Games and 
is a medal contender with 
partner Melanie Kolc of St. 


Catharines, Ont., in light¬ 
weight double. 

She didn’t become an 
athlete overnight, howev¬ 
er. Cameron played two 
seasons of university bas¬ 
ketball with the Acadia Ax- 
ewomen in Wolfville, N.S., 
in 1993 and 1994. 

But she did have a six- 
year pause from competi¬ 
tive sport before finding 
rowing. She says she “did a 


ton of snowboarding, 
mountain-bike racing and 
running races” during that 
time, but describes her in¬ 
volvement as “recreation¬ 
al.” 

“I’d been active and liv¬ 
ing an active lifestyle, so it 
was a pretty easy transfer,” 
she says. “I just had to 
learn the skill of rowing, 
but the fitness base was al¬ 
ready there. It really 


wasn’t a difficult transi¬ 
tion for me to become a 
rower.” 

Cameron tried to qualify 
for the Athens Olympics in 
the heavyweight class (59 
kilograms and up) but was 
unsuccessful. As a result, 
she dropped into the light¬ 
weight class after consult¬ 
ing with physicians and 
an exercise physiologist. 

“I was on the bubble as a

heavyweight and I really 
didn’t belong in that cate¬ 
gory,” she says. “This is a 
more natural fit.” 

She lost 25 pounds in a 
year and won gold with 
Kolc and two others in the 
lightweight quad at the 
2005 world champi¬ 
onships, the biggest 
achievement of her career 
so far. 

“I always had the dream 
of going to the Olympics, 
since my first days on the 
water, but it became a real¬ 
ity when I went down to 
the lightweight class,” 
Cameron says. 

She calls her crew a 
“dream team” with “lots 
of good energy happen¬ 
ing,” and admits she and 
Kok are “contenders, for 
sure” for a medal in Bei¬ 
jing. The proof of that is in 
bronze and gold medals 
they won at World Cup 
events in Europe in June. 

Says Cameron, of her 
goal in Beijing: “We’re 
hoping to be able to play 
our national anthem for 
you.”

Fraternity busted for 
$ 126,000 in drugs—it sounds 
like a bad Hollywood stereo¬ 
type, but that's just what hap¬ 
pened when Toronto, police 
seized one kilogram of keta¬ 
mine (used as a date-rape 
drug) cocaine and mushrooms 
at the Delta Kappa Epsilon 
Alpha Phi house near the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto on June 27. 

What police found was 
enough ketamine to spike 
6,200 drinks. The drug is also 
used as a club drug, and ac¬ 
counts for about five per cent 
of drug use among young 
clubgoers, according to Ot¬ 
tawa's Canadian Centre on 
Substance Abuse. 


• Edmonton: Police media re¬ 
lations say date-rape drugs 
are uncommon. “We've nev¬ 
er even seen the word 
'rohypnol' in a press release," 
they said, referring to anoth¬ 
er popular date-rape drug. 

• Ottawa: Drug unit 
detective Rick Carey said they 
haven't seen much date-rape 
drug use, but it's difficult to 
find evidence that druggings 
occurred because they pass 


Graduate Wasseem Malleye 
and current student Yong 
Park were charged with sev¬ 
eral drug-related offences, in¬ 
cluding possessing drugs for 
the purpose of trafficking. 

Still, the news had some fe¬ 
male U of T students wonder¬ 
ing how safe their university 
really is. "Who knows if we go 
to an on-campus event or pub, 
you obviously have people 
from fraternities coming, and 
that would make me feel un¬ 
safe. God knows who would 
do what," said psychology stu¬ 
dent Nurin Jiwa. 

Communications student 
Terri-Ann Persad said the 
school has never educated her 
about the dangers of date-rape 


through the body very quick¬ 
ly- 

• Halifax: Constable for me¬ 
dia relations Jeff Carr said 
date-rape drug use is rare, 
but that it's difficult to prove 
druggings occurred. “We've 
never had a case where 
we've proved they were giv¬ 
en the drug. Apparently the 
drug leaves the system very 
quickly,” he said.

drugs, nor did it inform her of 
the bust. "The school should 
make that more public. 
They're responsible for the 
well-being of their students," 
she said. 

Prevention tips, education 
and crisis response officers are 
available through the school's 
health and counselling serv¬ 
ices, said school officials. 

Although most DKE mem¬ 
bers are enrolled at U of T, 
spokesperson Rob Steiner 
said administration can't con¬ 
trol fraternities because they 
aren't recognized by the 
school. "Our jurisdiction only 
extends to stuff at the univer¬ 
sity or stuff that's academic. I 
don't think we have anything 


to do with this at all," Steiner 
said, adding that student 
codes of conduct don't apply 
to off-campus fraternities. 

Date-rape drugs are a com¬ 
munity safety concern, but 
there's no evidence of a larger 
drug ring operating on cam¬ 
pus, said Toronto police Det.- 
Sgt. Rob Johnson, who added 
that the bust is an "isolated" 
incident, perhaps the first 
campus-related bust in 
Canada. He said there's re¬ 
cently been a small spike in 
druggings in Toronto's Enter¬ 
tainment District, but they 
can be avoided by sticking 
with friends, watching your 
drinks and knowing where 
they came from. 

Malleye and Park say they 
didn't intend to use or sell the 
ketamine as a date-rape drug, 
which is also used recreation- 
ally, Johnson said. However, 
his partner, Det.-Sgt. Edigio 
Roseto, believes the quanti¬ 
ties found tell a different 
story. "That much ketamine 
is not for personal use—that 
is an amount sufficient for 
trafficking," he said, adding 
that recreational users can 
unintentionally be over¬ 
whelmed by the side-effects 
of the drugs, and end up vic¬ 
timized while not fully con¬ 
scious.

“It’s like a metaphor,” 
says Wilhelmina Kalt, a 
food chemist with Agricul¬ 
ture and Agri-Food Cana¬ 
da, “that as we age, we’re 
rusting away from the ox¬ 
idative reactions in our 
bodies, degenerative as¬ 
pects of aging and disease. 
The idea is these coloured 
fruits and vegetables can 
help us fight this biologi¬ 
cal rusting and presum¬ 
ably could help reduce the 
risk of disease.” 

What researchers are 
finding is that a diet rich 
in blueberries — no one 
knows for sure how much,

but a cup or more a day is 
recommended — may off¬ 
set some of the effects of 
aging. (Raspberries, black¬ 
berries and other berries 
are also rich in antioxi¬ 
dants, but studies show 
that blueberries have 
more.) 

A study at Tufts Universi¬ 
ty in Boston found that 
rats fed a blueberry mix¬ 
ture had reduced memory 
loss and improved learn¬ 
ing ability as well as agili¬ 
ty.

You simply insert the 
bell-shaped cup into the 
vagina and it collects men¬ 
strual fluid. It gets emp¬ 
tied regularly (approxi¬ 
mately twice a day) and re¬ 
used. One cup can last up 
to 10 years. 

Dr. David Gerber, a gyne¬ 
cologist and director at 
Meridia Gynecology in 
Toronto, is largely in 
favour of the menstrual 
cup. To avoid any health is¬ 
sues, “you have to be fas¬ 


tidious about 
emptying it,” 
he says. He al¬ 
so suggests be¬ 
ing careful to get a cup 
that fits properly. If it does¬ 
n’t, it can cause rubbing 
and rawness on the cervix. 
A Canadian company 
based here is promoting 
its new soft-silicone DivaC- 
up, which comes in two 
sizes. 

Menstrual cups have 
been around for decades. 
An earlier version made of 
latex, called TheKeeper, 
has been available in the 
U.S. since 1987. But only 
now, with the world fo¬ 
cussed on the environ¬ 
ment, are menstrual cups 
enjoying something of a 
rebirth. Conventional sani¬ 
tary products leave a large 
footprint on the Earth: For 
example, it is estimated 
that 12 billion sanitary 
pads and seven billion 
tampons are dropped into 
U.S. landfills each year.

Curtains for Ebert 
and Roeper show

In one of the DVD 
extras for 21 — a 
film “inspired by” 
the real-life story 
of six MIT 
students who 
won millions at 
Las Vegas black¬ 
jack tables — it 
takes a mere five minutes to detail the 
history of the game, the essence of ba¬ 
sic strategy and even the students’ sim¬ 
plistic method of counting cards, the 
legal but despised-by-casinos 
technique that gave them the edge 
necessary to beat the house. 

It’s too bad the makers of 21 didn’t 
see fit to squeeze these five minutes of 
context into the film itself. In any 
movie involving a heist or scam or oth¬ 
erwise sticking it to the man, the how¬ 
to always offers the biggest thrills. Di¬ 
rector Robert Luketic and writers Peter 
Steinfeld and Allan Loeb (from the su¬ 
perior bestselling book Bringing Down 
the House by Ben Mezrich) show us 
bits and pieces of the card-counting 
method, but never put it all together. 

If they had, it could have helped slim 
down the tedious backstory in Boston 
involving meek math nerd Ben Camp¬ 
bell (a listless Jim Sturgess), which occu¬ 
pies the first 27 minutes of the movie, 


before we get to the good stuff — or, at 
least, better stuff — in Vegas. 

There, at last, the movie shows 
some signs of life, though it never 
achieves the excitement it aspires to. 
Ben’s transformation from math geek 
to high roller doesn’t go far enough — 
what, no drugs, no hookers? This is Ve¬ 
gas, right? Security thug Cole Williams 
(Laurence Fishburne), who is onto the 
card counting scheme but is portrayed 
as a dinosaur in an increasingly high- 
tech world, offers a glimmer of men¬ 


ace. Kevin Spacey, as the two-faced MIT 
prof who runs the blackjack ring (he's 
also a producer), burns at his usual in¬ 
tensity but can barely ignite a script 
that has all the dimension of a pair of 
deuces. 

That the nastiness has been toned 
down for a PG -13 rating, which helped 
21 earn $81 million at the domestic 
box office, is fine. What isn’t forgivable 
is the one thing this movie about a ca¬ 
bal of math geniuses lacks: brains. 

Extras on the two-disc set and Blu- 


ray also include a serviceable making- 
of, nicely contrasting the two locations, 
"hot” Vegas and "cool,” wintry Boston; 
a commentary track where the 
filmmakers admit to being gambling 
fiends; and a digital copy of the film for 
viewing on computer and portable de¬ 
vices.

Influential film critics 
Roger Ebert and Richard 
Roeper are departing the 
movie-review show that 
bears their names, the two 
announced separately, 
leaving the program’s fu¬ 
ture unclear. 

Ebert, 66, who has been 
sidelined as co-host of At 
The Movies with Ebert & 
Roeper since 2006 due to 
health problems, said in a 
statement that he was end¬ 
ing his relationship with 
the show. 

Ebert, arguably Ameri¬ 
ca’s best-known film critic, 
had remained active be¬ 
hind the scenes despite los¬ 
ing his voice to cancer. 

His announcement came 
a day after Roeper, 48, said 
his last appearance on the 
show would be an episode 
airing Aug. 17. 

The show’s production 
company, Disney-ABC Do¬ 
mestic Television, had no 
immediate comment on 
the future of the long-run¬ 
ning program, which Ebert
